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The game Saturday with West- 
ern Maryland proved conclusively 
that we have the material this 
year. Had George Washington 
shown any sort of the new style 
play there is little doubt but that 
the score of last year, 18-0, would 
have been equalled. 

The defensive work of the team 
was a source of pride and despair. 
Pride, because of the noble stand 
made on the goal line, and despair 
because of the inability to handle 
Western Maryland’s forward 
[lasses. 

The game, however, was emi- 
nently satisfactory in that it de- 
veloped the team’s weakness at a 
time when it can be corrected. It 
is evident that Coach Dougherty 
has been going a trifle too slow 
in teaching his charges new plays. 

From the showing made Satur- 
day, it seems Jthat the suggestion 
made of placing Kelly at end and 
Morse at quarter might be tried. 
The ends were woefully weak in 
handling the visitors’ open play, 
and it cannot be said that the 
halves aided them materially. 
Kelly has played end and knows 
the position thoroughly, while 
Morse by his work gives promise 
of developing into a star of the 
first quarter.

However, th^ work of several of 
our players helped to brighten the 
afternoon’s offering for a goodly 
representation of followers. Hart 
and Capt. Alston at tackles. Right 
End Rrookes, and Half Back 
Crafts were always in evidence, 
both on the offense and defense. 
The first two named were always 
good for a healthy gain when call- 
ed upon, their numerous trips to- 
ward the goal with several op- 
posing players along as extra 
weight, proved a source of amuse- 
ment.

At the meeting of the Univer- 
sity Council Saturday night the 
report of the Deans on the num- 
ber of students enrolled was read. 
It will be a matter of pleasant sur- 
prise to the students of the Uni- 
versity and to its friends to learn 
that to date there are 45 more stu- 
dents enrolled than at a corres- 
ponding period last year. 

Practically every department 
shows an increase, and those that 
are behind almost come up to the 
record of the previous year. 

The total number of students 
registered Saturday, October 9, 
was 1,058. On the loth- of Oc- 
tober in 1908 the total number 
was 1,013. 

This record is particularly 
gratifying to the University au- 
thorities, in view of the treatment 
received by. the University from 
several of the local papers. It 
clearly demonstrates that not only 
is a University of the character of 
George Washington needed in 
this city, but that the institution 
itself is fulfilling that need in a 
manner satisfactory to the citi- 
zens of Washington.

A further evidence of the re-

President at Harvard 

President Needham of this 
University attended the inaugura- 
tion of Abbott Lawrence Lowell 
as President of Harvard last 
week. It was the first time in 
forty years that such an event had 
been celebrated at Harvard, and 
everything possible was done to 
make the ceremonies impressive 
and inspiring. 

The ceremony was held out of 
doors, with the principal actors on 
a temporary stage built against 
the ivy-covered walls of Univer- 
sity Hall. The stage extended 
the entire length of the building, 
with a depth sufficient to seat 
nearly a thousand people, includ- 
ing a chorus of 200 . Tn front, on 
white eagle-tipped staffs, were 
raised the seals of the eight next 
oldest American colleges, William 
and Mary, Yale, University of 
Pennsylvania, Princeton, Wash- 
ington and Lee, Columbia, Brown 
and Dartmouth. Twotaller staffs 
supported the Indian-seal of state 
and the eagle emblem of the na- 
tion. 

But the preliminary interest 
centered wholly in the great as- 
sembly in front of the old halls of 
Massachusetts, Stoughton and 
Hollworthy. Tt was here that' the 
full brilliancy of the academic 
gowns was seen. « 

The foreign delegates-vwere 
easily distinguishable by the color 
of their gowns, with James 
Bryce, the British ambassador, 
prominent in the scarlet and crim- 
son of a doctor of Oxford Univer- 
sity and a hat of black velvet. 

The ceremony of induction hav- 
ing been completed, President 
Lowell delivered his inaugural ad- 
dress. He dealt largely bn the de- 
velopment of the college of the 
old type.

Although graduates of this 
school have taken bar examina- 
tions in practically eVery State of 
the Union, we have yet to learn of 
a single one who has, within the 
last three years, failed to pass 
such an' examination. 

With such a record as this, is it 
remarkable that our regular pro- 
fessors are constantly being ap- 
proached by other schools? Pro- 
fessor Mon net this last session re- 
signed to accept the position of 
dean in the newly organized law 
school of the University of Okla- 
homa. \ 1 , 

We are very proud of this rec- 
ord, but we have not yet reached 
the goal that we have set. Cook- 
ing back to five years ago, this 
school was entirely a night law 
school with a very large enroll- 
ment, but with po recognized 
standing, outside of the District. 
The uphill fight was begun by 
gradually starting day classes, and 
beginning with the session of 
1908-3909 the work had been en- 
tirely put on a full-day basis. It 
is true the day classes have been 
small. But this adds to thorough- 
ness and helps to spread the repu- 
tation of the school, so that we 
may Took forward to, indeed we 
confidently expect, a gradual and 
rapid increase in the. day work. 
We desire that this school shall 
not only be the leading law school 
of the Distriet of Columbia,- but 
the leading oVje in the United 
States.
